Weed Control

Editor: Western Globe, 
Dear Sir: 


With your permission I wiil write 


a few articles this fall and winter, 
on weed eontrol and practical farm- 
ing for the readers of your paper. 
We ate very fortunate to be situ- 
ated im one of the best mixed farm- 
ing districts in Western Canada, and 
lucky is the farmer that had enough 
foresight to: be well established — in 
mixed farming by this time. Wheat, 
rye, oats and barley is far below the 
cost of production and the farmer 
that has tordepend upon the market 
for his crop is going to take @ heavy 
loss, it makes no difference how 
many bushel he will get’ to the acre. 
There is;+still money. in livestock, 
no matter .what kind you have, but it 
is best to have a little of every kind. 
Cattle, hogs. and sheep can still be 
raised on'the farms witha profit and 
I can not itpress to strongly, that if 
you are not in the game of mixed 
farming, get in as quick as possible. 
There are some farmers who may 
say, ‘‘what. would happen if we all 
went in to raise livestock?’’ Let 
this not give you any worry, as it is 
a well known fact that we have very 
large areas in Western Canada that 
will mever,be adapted for ~- mixed 
farming or successful livestock rais- 
ing. We must be assured of a good 
normal supply of moisture; we must 
also be sure of a good catch of grass 
and clover for hay and pasture. 
This is my third year aw one of 
your weed inspectors. Many of them 
have worked hard to get the weeds 
under control. Let me tell you that 
weeds do not disappear by appoint- 
ing weed inspectors, I am very sor- 
ry to inform you that the weeds are 
on the increase; the perennial’ sow 


thistle and Oanada thistles are ap- | 


pearing in many new places and its 
very hard to find them before har- 
vest in many of the fields as they 
do not always get above the grain, 
and unless the farmers co-operate 
with the weed inspectors, I do not 
know where it will end, as this is 
more serious than many farmers be- 
lieve. 

Amy thistle patches that were not 
| found before harvest should not be 


as this is where most of the scat- 
tering of these weeds is done. Weed 
seeds are scattered on ithe road-allow- 
ances and in the fields by the bundle 
racks and threshing machines and 
every farmer should see that the 
racks and machines are cleaned be- 
fore coming to the farm and also be- 
fore leaving it. If this is done, there 
will be less weeds to contend with. 
The bundle racks should also be 
cleaned before moving to different 


clean than other parts. There is al- 
ways enough time for this to be done 
and you are in your right to demand 
this, according to the Weed Act. 
Livestock of any kind should not 

be allowed in the fields before all 
| weed seeds have been thoroughly 
cleaned up after threshing, and thie 
should be done as quick as possible 
after the machine has left, as many 
of the weeds are scattered in this 
way.

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The Theory 
of Hard Times 


To the long list of ‘‘biasic’’ reas- 
ons for world-wide economic depres- 
sion a: Viennese authority adds ov- 
erpopulation. There atre . millions 
of people without jobs in . Europe, 
because there are miany more mil- 
fions dooking for jobs than in the 
year before the war. He estimates 
Germany ’s present working “ populs 
tion as larger by seven millions than 
in the year 1913, and England’s by 
four millions, On the other hand, 
in France the number is scarcely a 
hundred. thousand above the pre-war 
figure. The. war losses in life have 
long ago been made wp, but proper- 
ty Josses continue to operate. Great 
mumbers of the former comfortable 
middle class have been reduced to 
necessity of seeking work. The 
higher cost of living exerts pressure 
in the same direction. The falling 
ibirth-rate increases the number of 
elderly persons in the community, 
with a corresponding decline in the 
number of children to whome perents 
ean look for support. The sharp 
curtailment of overseas emigration 
has removed one counter-check to ov- 
erpopulaton in Europe. The dread 
harvest of war has not been suffi- 
clent to cut dowm numbers. Science 
has set up impregnable bulwarks 
against plague, formerly a powerful 
agent for keeping down population. 
Under the circumstances, concludés 
the: Vienese savant, the only way out 
is by rigorous birth-control. 

This diagnosis and prescription 
need not be subjected to a detailed 
analysis. The birth-control) remedy 
promises to make worse the disease, 
sinee by the scientist’s own  state- 
ment birth-control increases the 
number of adult jobseekers. Tak- 
ing the rush into gainful occupations 
by women, it is obvious that the mo- 
ther of one or two'¢hildren is a more 
serious competitor for a factory 
or office job, ‘than the mw- 
ther of four or five. But the prin- 
cipal reason for not driving too hard 
against this hatest theory of . unem- 
ployment is that it it not much worse 
than so many other explanations. It 
gontains a certaim measure of truth. 
Universally applied, it goes to pieces . 
It reveals the game weakness as the 
theory which makes unemployment 
due to a scarcity of gold, or due to 
the contraction of markets in Rus- 
sia, Chima, India, or due to the rise 
of new industries in countries fonm- 
erly agricultural. Why were these 
fundamental causes of unemployment 
compatible with full-tide employment 
in the United States only a year ago, 
with German recovery after 1923 and 
up to 1926, with e gradual decline in 
English unemployment up to last 
year? and if @ year from pow the 


mo 


world is ¢limbing out of economic 
depression and two years hence is 
riding another wave of prosperity, 
what will become of these basic 
causes? 

Tt is not quite a year eine, in this 
country, the fundamental changes in 
economic law as expounded by the 
experts and scholars on every side 
were knocked sky-high by the crash 
in Wall Street. One would imagine 
that for some time to come the-Am- 
erican people ‘would be a bit shy of 
basic revolutions and’ causes. Un- 
employment following on overem- 
ployment, unpderproduction  follow- 
ing upon overproduction, indigestion 
following upon. overindulgence, are 
still the best explanation of the pres- 
ent depressed state of the world’s 
economic pulse. 


—————- 
SLIGHTLY, BETTER TONE 
SHOWN IN WOOL SITUATION 


The genera] depression in the 
British wool industry continues, but 
the market has a slightly beitter tone, 
due to impression at Bradford that 
there will be no further decline in 
raw material values. Wool tops are 
selling so close to replacement costs 
that there is practically no margin of 
profit, according to a cable received 
from E. A. Foley, American agricul- 
tural commissioner at London. Yarn 
prices are reported to be below cost 
of production, The piece goods trade 
is exceptionally quiet, but there are 
signs of a slight improvement in 
trade with India and Japan, which 
may reduce further curtailing of pro- 
duction. | 

The business in wool at Boston is 
confined to a few houses, and buying 
is distinctly on a hand-to-mouth bas- 
ig, Prices continue soft on some 
tines, but there are no indications of 
a general decline. On the contrary, 
prices are showing a firm undertone 
and concessions from asking prices 
appear limited. 

Considerable interest is being dis- 
played in Australian markets. A 
firmer trend in prices after a decline 
at the opening of the week in Aus- 
tralia has stimulated a little more 
courageous view of the price situa- 
tion on the American market.

PRODOCTION DECLINES 

Figures supplied in the Annual 
Livestock Market Review prepared 
by the Dominion Department of Ag- 
riculture disclose a steady falling off 
in hog production during the past 
five years. From a total vf 1,286,- 
154 hogs graded and sold in 10925 
production was down to a total of 
1,060,542 for 1920; a decline of over 
215,000 hogs. ‘That the decline has 
been gradual is shown by the fact 
that production fell off in 1926 by 
over 140,000; in 1927 by 21,000; in 
1928 by 27,000 and last year by near-

ly 30,000. General indications for 
1930. to date, however, suggest that 
hog raising is losing none of its im;

We must have the em- 
blems of nationality if we are to 
teach nationalism.’’ 

So here is the explanation! They 
would have us develop a Canadian 
nationalism based if necessary on 
‘tanti-British sentiment.’’ They 
would have us hoist some other flag 
at the mast rather than ‘‘talk of 
teaching these people to revere the 
Umion Jack” The flag beneath which 
their liberties were born would be 
lowered forever from the schools and 
the public buildings; even the Cana- 
dian Ensign could never be flown 
again for it includes the hated Un- 
ion Jack; the White Ensign, most 
revered of a}l the flags that fly on 
the High Seas, would disappear from 
Canadian naval vessels.and with it 
the traditions which Canadians in- 
herit from the men who fought with 
Frobisher and Drake and Nelson.

The Federal Department of Agri- 
culture has assumed responsibility 
for the arrangements in connection 
with the shipment, Jack Byers, live- 
stock promoter of Regina, having 
selected the cattle and supervised 
the collecting of them at focal points. 

Interviewed, Mr. Byers stated the 
various ranchers contributing have 
done so without immediate recom- 
pense or promise of a definite  re- 
turn. Although it is hoped the ship- 
ment of these cattle to Great Britain 
; wilh prove profitable, there is ro 
guarantee it will be so, and if, as is 
hoped, these 18 carloads pave the 
wey for future export on a satisfac- 
tory scale, the industry can thank,, 
very largely, the generosity of west- 
ern ranchers in making the trial 
possible, he said, 

In this connection, Mr. Byers adi- 
ed, he had experienced no difficulty 
in securing his quote of ¢attle. 
Many worthy herds are not repres- 
ewted in the, shipment for the sole 
reason that the maximum set by the 
department could not be exceeded.
